Congratulations  to  the  2000  Adviser  of  the  Year,  Beverly  Mclntyre. 
As  adviser  of  the  Pee  Dee  Patriots  in  Norwood,  she  brings  many 
visitors  to  Norwood  Elementary  School,  including  archaeologists 
and  prisoners  of  war.  Mrs.  Mclntyre  loves  colonial  history  and  does  many 

things  to  enliven  it  for  her  students.  Each 
year  she  conducts  a  Colonial  Day. 
Students  eat  food  cooked  over  an  open 
fire,  wash  with  lye  soap,  assist  the  wheel- 
wright, weave  on  a  hand  loom,  help  fire 
the  cannon,  and  more!  A  Revolutionary 
War-period  reenactor,  Mrs.  Mclntyre 
sometimes  comes  to  class  dressed  in 
character.  She  led  the  Pee  Dee  Patriots  in 
a  project  to  locate  and  publicly  recognize 
the  five  Revolutionary  War  soldiers 
buried  in  Stanly  County.  Ella  Booth, 
coadviser  to  the  Pee  Dee  Patriots,  says, 
"Mrs.  Mclntyre's  love  of  history  shines 
through  in  every  class."
